B.R.O. 3 -E. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regu- 
’ at Iona further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
lacolloneous Regulations, 1984, namely: — 

1 . These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service 
Miscellaneous (Amendment) Regulations, 1966. 

In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regula- 
1964 — 

(1) after regulation 148, the following regulation shall be inserted, namely: — 
"140A, Unpaid acting ranks.- — Unpaid acting ranks appropriate to the 
appointments held may be granted to officers if considered neces- 
sary in the interest of service.” 

(ii) in regulation 208 — (a) after sub-regulation (2) the following sub-regu- 
r latlon shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(3) Unpaid acting rank carries with it the same advantages of pre- 
cedence and command as substantive or paid acting rank and shall 
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have effect so long as the officer is holding the appointment for 
which it is given-’’ 

(b) sub-regulations (3) and (4) shall be renumbered as sub-regulation* 
(4) and (S) respectively. 
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
